NOCTURNAL ANIMALS,

Thelr Doflolency In Color Mades Up by Pro-
ficiency In Sound.

It is noteworthy that in almost
every race and climate the colors of
nocturnal unimals are dingier and
gloomier than those of their diurnal
allies and representatives. This dif-
ference is due of course to sexual se-
lection, which cannot exert itself
upon colors or spots in the darkness,
The butterflies, for example, are beau-
tifully arrayed. Their night flying
cousins, the moths, are dull gray or
whitish,

Day birds are oftén decked in bril-
liant hues, like pheasiants, toucans,
macaws and sun birds. The owls
and nightjars, on the centrary, are
dull and inconspicuous. Our Eng-
lish swift is just an aberrant hum-
ming bird, who has taken to hawk-
ing gies in the northern twilight and
grown black accordingly. Most par-
rots come forth gorgeous in red, blue
and yellow, but the nocturnal New
Zealund owl parrot, whose name
sufliciently proclaims his skulking
nature, has acquired a coat of dingy
gray green, exceedingly like that of
many owls and goatsuekers, and so
on throughout. A creatureso brightly
colored as the blue faced mandril, or
the great bird of paradiss, is always
gure to display his fine feathers or
brilliant decorations to his ohservant
mate in full flood of sunshine, while,
conversely, night roamers like bats
and ratels and wombats and bears
are always remarkable for their un-
obtrusive coloration.

One way exists, however, in which
nocturnal animals may make an ef-
fective display to attract their mates,
and that is the system of phosphor-
escent flash signals adopted by the
glowworm and firefly. It may also
be noted that an unusually large pro-
portion of noctural animals have
musical voices or make loud love
calls,

The nightingale and nightjar are
well known instances in peoint in
northern climates. Visitors to south-
ern Europe will remember to their
cost the tree frog and cicadas that
make sleep impossible, while the
howler monkeys, the laughing hye-
nas and the screaming lemurs of the
forest are equally familiar pests to
tropical travelers, All the loudest
angiy  hbwersistent volces are voices
of the night,

The whippoorwill and the katydid
are as common in Massachusetts as
the cuckoo in England, while the
strident noises made by the number-
less insects, which rub their legs
against their sides so as to attract
their mates, effectually banish sleep
in many parts of tropical America.—
Cornhill Magazine.

Vogetable Diet.

Vegetarianism 18 often called a
fad,-but it is a healthy and innocent
one and the natural reaction againat
the presentstate of things. It im-
parts lightness and elasticity to the
body, brightness and clearness to
the mind. The vegetarians I know
are all unusually strong, active and
young looking people for their age,
Oue of them walked without stop-
ping for 84 and another time 27
hours without rest while on an ex-
cursion in Norway, feats not easily
equaled by the most inveterate beef
eater, Traveling, mountain climb
ing, all seem easier and less fatiguing
on this light and scothing diet, and
why should it not give strength to
the limbse and sinews if one reflects
that all the strongest animals who
do the heaviest work in the world,
like horses, oxen and elephants, are
entirely herbivoroust—Lady Paget
in Popular Science Monthly.

The buman heart is a hollow mus
cle of a conical form, placed between
the two lungs and inclosed in the
pericardivm or heart sac. The ondi
nary size of the heart in the adult is
about b inches in length, 83 inches 1n
breadth at the broadest part and 24
inches in thickness.
